9. (original) A post urination drip coUecitor device for removably positioning

a tubular member having a first end, a second end and u perimeter wall extending 
between stiid lirst and second ends, said first and second ends being open, 
a cap member being integrally coupled to and covering said second end 
sucli tiiat a housing is defined, said housing comprising an elustomeric 
10 material, said cap member including; 

a peripheral Hp being integrally coupled to and extending outwardly away 
firom said second end, a peripheral wall being integrally coupled lo 
and extending away from tin outer edge of said peripheral lip, an 
end wall being integrally attached to and extending along a length 
1 5 of said peripheral wall; 

an absorbent material being attached to and substantially covering an inner 

surface of said eap member^ said absorbent material comprising a cotton 
material; and 

an elastic band being attached to and extending around an outer surfiice of said 
20 tubular member, said elastic band being positioned generally adjacent to 

said ftrst end. 

1 0. (new) Tlie device of claim 9, wherei n said band has a siibstantially 
rectangular cross-section. 
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
